Active mo ve­ 
ments in th at line have been made o n a 
scale so extensive as to lead to the sup­ 
po sitio n th at the attack is to be directed 
upo n Havana, but if this is so there is 
no o pen indicatio n o f it. 
The vo lun­ 
teers co llected at Chattano o ga, 42,000 in 
number, are reaching a degree o f ex­ 
cellence under the magnificent manage­ 
ment o f G eneral. Bro o ke th at wo uld 
warrant the go vernm ent in o rdering 
them im m ediately into active service, 
but unfo rtunately there is still a co nsid­ 
erable lack o f equipm ent th at will no t 
periiiiX^ this. 
W itho ut reference to the exact ho ur 
at which the U nited States arm y left 
Flo rida fo r Cuba it m ay be safely said 
that befo re the end o f the week Gen­ 
eral Shafter will have lauded w ith his 
15,000 United States tro o ps o n Cuban 
so il, and th at the investm ent o f San­ 
tiago by laud w ill have begun. 
There 
was so me co nfusio n in the o fficial mind 
here yesterday o n the tim e o f depart­ 
ure o f the transpo rts, tho ugh assurance 
was given th at they had all go tten 
away. 
The co nfusio n o n this po int is 
easily acco unted by perso ns who kno w 
anything o f the difficulties o i mo ving 
simultaneo usly a fleet co mpo sed o f ves­ 
sels o f all sizes and classes. 
No less tlian three times, beginning 
Sunday, was a deflniteho ur selected fo r 
the start and the w ar departm ent so no ­ 
tified. 
Yet in each case so me unto ld 
o bstacle was enco untered 
th at 
re­ 
quired no tificatio n to the departm ent 
tnat a po stpo nem ent had been-fo rced. 
Sailo rs say such delays are inevitable, 
and th at rarely do es a fleet get o ff by 
first intentio n. 
Ho wever, the depart- 
nieut o fficials stated th at they believed 
the very last o f the transpo rts had at 
‘ last started fo r Cuba. 
The delay o f a day in the start is no t 
calculated to make any m aterial differ­ 
ence in the plans and the o nly perso ns 
who wiU suffer fro m it will be Samp­ 
so n’s m arines, camped o n the tro pical 
bay o f G uautauim o and .o bliged to 
m aintain the greatest vigilance in re­ 
pelling the bnshw hacking Spanish ir­ 
regulars who swarm in the thicket. 
This fo e gives no tro uble during the 
daylight ho urs, o wing to the presence 
o f the M arblehead w ithin ^ y range, 
but at night w hen the warship is unable 
to distinguish their o wn men fro m the 
enemy the lo t o f the m arines is a very 
exciting o wn. 
T am p a , Fla, June 15.—After weeks 
o f w aiting and preparatio n the first 
army o f invasio n to start fro m the east­ 
ern sho res o f the United States de­ 
parted under the o o ro mand o f General 
Shafter yesterday m o rning.

Lieutenant Blue 
traveled abiiut 72 miles, fo llo wing the 
eastward line o f the city. 
He bro ught 
o ut to the flagship a cxipy o f a Santiago 
paper issued last Saturday, in which 
co mplaint is made th at the navy and 
arm y are failing to diatribute to the 
citizens their jiro po rtio ns o f the pro vi­ 
sio ns rem aining in the city. 
Lieutenant Blue’s repo rt has defi­ 
nitely expo sed the fictio n th at any o f 
Cervera’s cruisers were in the Baliamas 
o r in a po sitio n to attack the transpo rts 
which are no w co nfidently expected at 
an early date.

15.—After two nights o f hard fighting 
the American flag still flo ats o n Cuban 
so il o ver the cncAiupmeut o f the m arine 
battalio n and o ur bo ys say they will 
keep It there until the b<dat^ tro o ps ar­ 
rive if it takes till winter. 
Thus far the m arines have had the 
beet o f the fighting, but the situatio n is 
grave and they are exhausted w ith re­ 
pelling almo 8 t|incessant attacks. 
They 
have little chance to rest o r sleep and 
the time o f the arrival o f the relieving 
tro o ps is uncertain. 
W ere it no t fo r 
the pro tiKjting guns o f the fleet the gal­ 
lant little liaud wo uld be annihilated by 
the Spanish tro o ps in o verpo wering 
numbers fro m Santiago de Cuba. 
As it 
is they pro bably can ho ld their po sitio n, 
but they caimo t mo ve fo rward until re­ 
info rced by tro o ps. 
The tents have been struck and ro lled 
into 
breastwo rks, 
supplemented by 
trenches aro und the crest o f the hiU. 
The spo t is lamentably expo sed, o n 
gro una, while surro unding it o u all 
sides is heavy brush. 
The least mo ve­ 
m ent in the camp is the signal fo r in­ 
stant target practice upo n the part o f 
tne Spanish snarpsho o ters, who se rifles 
carry much furtner than o nrs, tho ugh 
their o wners rarely hit anything they 
aim at. 
After the first attack o n Saturday 
night. Co lo nel H untingto n decided that 
ano ther attem pt wo uld be made o u Sun­ 
day night and he caused eutreuchiueuts 
to be thro w n up o n all sides o f the 
camp and in the trenches the main part 
o f the bsiUiiio u last night waited fo r 
the attack that the co lo nel was certain 
w o uld co me. 
It arrived within a sho rt 
time after dark and fro m that time 
until after daybreak the tiring was in­ 
cessant and at tim es very heavy. 
Ou the American side two men were 
killed and fo ur injured. 
The dead are: 
Sergeant Majo r Henry Gixide o i the 
marines, sho t thro ugh the right breast. 
Private Taum an, wo unded and tell 
o ff the cliff and was instantly killed. 
The iujuretl are: 
Private Wallace, fell o ff the cliff and 
sustained a fracture o f the leg. 
Private M artin, sho t thro ugh the left 
leg.Private Ro xbury, sho t thro ugh the 
arm. 
The abo ve are all privates belo nging 
to Co mpany D. 
Private Burke, sho t thro ugh the arm. 
The first attack o f the Spaniards was 
made abo ut 8 o ’clo ck, and the last sho t 
was fired by them at abo ut 3 o ’clo ck in 
the mo ruiug. 
During the night the Spaniards a t­ 
tacked the (» nip o f the marines o n the 
sho re, and the Marblehead, believing 
the Americans had been driven o ut. 
threw several shells into the place. The 
attack, ho wever, was repulsed by the 
small detachm ent o f marines in camp 
w itho ut tro uble. 
The shells o f the 
Marblehead struck amo ng the marines. 
The fight was the first o f the war in 
which the Cubans co o perated w ith the 
American fo rces and their o o -o peratio n 
was no t a glittering success. 
At o ne 
time during the afterno o n whenever the 
marines were tiring o n a small detach­ 
m ent o f Spaniards that made their ap­ 
pearance a sho rt distance fro m the 
camp, the Cubans began tiring w itho ut 
o rders and sent a vo lley right amo ng 
the Am eru» ns. 
There were several 
very narro w escapes, but no o ne was 
injured. 
„ 
Lieutenant Neville o f Co mpany D 
was sent o ut o u sco ut duty and, as o n 
the day previo us, he attacked a small 
sto ne to rt. 
A ho t tight fo llo wed and 
the Spaniards were driven o ff w ith lo ss. 
It was during this fight th at W allace 
and Taum an fell o ver the cliff. 
Fifteen dead Spaniards, Including 
o ne lieutenant, were fo und in the fo ri. 
During the attack several sho ts struck 
the ships in the harbo r, o ne penetrating 
the pilo t ho use o f the dispatch bo at 
Dandy. 
No o ne was injured o n bo ard 
o f iier.

The Do lphin this mo rning lo cated the 
Spanish w ater statio n o n the o cean side

The spot is lamentably exposed, on 
ground, while surrounding it on all 
sides is heavy brush. 
The least move­ 
m ent in the camp is the signal for in­ 
stant target practice upon the part of 
the Spanish sharpshooters, whose rifles 
carry much further than ours, though 
their owners rarely h it anything they 
aim at. 
After the first attack on Saturday 
night, Colonel H untington decided that 
another attem pt would be made on Sun­ 
day night and he caused entrenchm ents 
to 'b e throw n up on all sides of the 
camp and in the trenches the main part 
of the battalion Iasi night waited for 
the attack that the colonel was certain 
would come.

The United States has no better field 
guns than those with which the armies 
of Germany and France are armed, but 
they are every bit as good.

other ordnance, they are all made on 
this side of the w ater. 
The American 
manufacturer yields to no one in ability 
to make a perfect weapon. Indexed many 
of the chief improvements in field girns 
and in the larger sizes, sometimes called 
“ siege” guns, are the products of Amer­ 
ican brains. 
The field guns of tho United Stites 
army are made at W atervliet, N. Y., 
just as the large gum for the navy and 
for coast defense a e turned out at 
Washington. 
They have a caliber of a 
little more than three inches, are, of 
course, 
breechloading, 
are 
rather 
lengthy for their width and are lightly 
but strongly mounted. They use a point­ 
ed shell which explodes either on con­ 
cussion or by tim e fuse, generally tho 
former, and are fired w ith great rapidity. 
Each gun of a battery is in command 
of a lieutenant, who, under the eye of 
his superior, sights it and directs its 
working. 
He has his elevation, depres­ 
sion and wind gauge formuke at his 
fingers’ ends, and with him good sh o o t­ 
ing is mainly a question of care. 
H ie 
powder used in these guns is of tho 
smaller grained brown hexagonal kind, 
though the pheroidal is preferred for 
some calibers. 
The recoil of this gun on level ground 
is 26 feet, w ith the wheels u n lo c k s 
W ith the wheels locked it recoils five 
feet, and is run forward and resighted 
very swiftly. 
Its point blank range is 
2,200 yards. It can be made effective at 
a much greater distance, of course, but 
officers prefer that range for accurate 
shooting. 
It fell to me some seven years ago to 
report the first field trial given the 
W atervliet guns. 
Three of them wrero 
sent to Fort Bam Houston at San An­ 
tonio, where Light Battery F, Third 
artillery, was stationed under command 
of Major James B. Burbank, a most ca­ 
pable officer, now attached to the staff 
of the governor of New York. 
Major 
Burbank was instructed to try them out 
thoroughly, and for this purpose select­ 
ed an ideal range on Qanahl’s ranch, 60 
m iles north of San Antonia 
The guns were planted in line and 
20 feet apart on the side of a green hill 
and pointed across a shallow valley.

glycerin is an oily, colorless liquid and 
an active poison. It is produced by mix­ 
ing a quantity of snlphurio acid with 
almost double the amount of nitric acid 
and allowing it to cooL About one- 
eighth of the total weight of glycerin is 
then added gradually, the mixture be­ 
ing kept below a temperature of 70 de­ 
grees F. by passing air and cold water 
through i t After the mixture has stood 
a sufficient time the acids are drawn off, 
and the residue (nitroglycerin) is wash­ 
ed and filtered. 
Nitroglycerin cannot be ignited easily 
by a flame, and a lighted match or ta­ 
per plunged into it would be extinguish­ 
ed. It is sensitive to friction or percus­ 
sion, either of which w ill detonate it 
Another peculiarity is that the higher 
the temperature the more sensitive it 
becomes. It w ill solidify at a temper­ 
ature of 40 degrees, and its explosive 
force is estimated to be about twelve 
times that of gunpowder.

England, France, Germany , Austria, 
Italy , Spain, Denmark, Belgium, Swe­ 
den, 
Switzerland, 
Turkey ,

Chile, Portugal, Venezuela and Cuba. 
The countries w hich have blue as an 
element of their flags are the United 
States, Russia, France, England, Hol­ 
land, Ecuador, Sweden, 
Chile, Ven­ 
ezuela, Portugal and Cuba. Three coun­ 
tries have black as one of the elements 
of their flags, Germany , Belgium and 
China, but Germany is the only one of 
three which has black and w hite to­ 
gether. 
There are five countries (excluding 
from consideration Ireland, the fam iliar 
flag of which is not officially r e c o g n i^ 
among the national standards) which 
have green as a color; Brazil, the flag 
of which is green chiefly ; Mexico, 
Egy pt, Italy and Persia. There are nine 
countries in which the flag is partly of 
y ellow. 
These countries are Austria, 
Spain, Belgium, Egy pt, Sweden, China, 
Persia, Brazil and Venezuela. Countries 
w ith flags partly w hite are the United 
States, France, Germany , Russia, Aus­ 
tria and Italy , six ol the seven chief 
powera 
There is no w hite in the national 
standard of England, but the British 
naval flag has a white background. 
Other comitries having white in their 
flags are Switzerland, Turkey , Persia, 
Japan, Mexico, Holland, Denmark, Por­ 
tugal, Cuba, Chile and Ecuador, the 
flag of which is nearer w hite than any 
other country , being made up of two 
parallel white columns, between which 
is a column of blue, upon which are 
w hite stars.—New York Sun.

Mnfcllatlng the T eeth. 
It is curious to what an extent the 
mutilation of teeth goes on among sav­ 
age nations, and even among certain 
civilized people, snch as the Japanese. 
With them a girl is never married with­ 
out first staining her teeth black V7ith a 
repulsive kind of varnish, and the cus­ 
tom is especially adhered to among 
members of the richer clasees. 
On the west coast of Africa a large 
proportion of the teeth are deliberately 
broken when children reach a certain 
age. Both in the new world and the old 
the custom exists of extracting the two 
front teeth of domestic servants. In 
Peru the custom has existed from time 
imnieniorial and used to be a sign of 
slavery in the days of iucas. This is al­ 
so the custom ou the Kongo and among 
the Hottentots. Teeth are stained in 
various colors among the Malays. 
A bright red and a bright blue are 
not uncommon, and a bright green is 
produced with the aid of arsenic and 
lemon juice. 
Livingstone related that 
among the Kaffirs a child with a prom­ 
inent upper jaw was looked upon as a 
monster and immediately killed. On 
the upper Nile the negroes have all 
their bist teeth extracted in order to de- 
strov their vulue in the slave market 
and’to make it not worth while for the 
slave traders to carry them off.—Pear­ 
son’s Weekly.
